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ADS is a data collection system to collect, organize, and maintain information for accreditation and 
recognition purposes. It is the main tool used to communicate between the ACGME and Sponsoring 
Institutions and programs. 


Sponsors and programs are required to verify and update general information annually in a secured 
environment. In addition, programs are required to verify the accredited training of all 
resident/fellows and communicate organizational changes as they occur. 
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
